"The old regime was a heavy drag 


»ot only on Russia's relations with 
her allies but on all 
foreign rela- 


tions," he said. "Thousands of tel- 
egrams of congratulations and g'ood 
wishes are coming from the United 
States, not to speak of the formal 
recognition of the provisional gov- 
ernment by the Washington govern- 
ment. This has served to show that 
it is only the old regime which has 
been standing for a long time in the 
way of entire solidarity between the 
United States and Russia."

Milukoff 
emphasized 


particularly his satisfaction at the at- 
titude of the American Ambassador, 
David Francis, towards the political 
change In Russia. He said that the 
extent to which the new Russian gov- 
ernment had won the sympathies of 
the American public was indicated 
by" a telegram he had received from 
Jacob H. Schiff of New York, who

'triumpb of the former. The citadel of 
reactlouism on earth is no more. No 
greater triumph for the cause of civili- 
zation and freedom has been registered 
in history since tlie French revolution, 
•writes Isaac Don Levine in the New 
'York Tribune. 


The Incalculable consequences of 


this epochal event became apparent 
only from a review of the causes and' 
forces responsible for It. The Russian 
revolution Is entirely a product of the 
war. 'Had there been *no Tvar, had 
Russia not been allied with the great 
democracies of Europe, czarism would 
still be rampant today in the great 
Slavic empire. 


For the forces that accomplished the 


(change in the Russian government are 
not the usual revolutionaries of Rus- 
sia. 
The industrial classes and the 


peasantry which rebelled in 1905 did 


otic members of the court, soon be- 
came revolutionaries at heart. 


Disaster V7as Expected. 


But all these elements, Hie dunia in- 


cluded, believed tbat revolution in Rus- 
sia during the war \\ould mean disas- 
ter to the allied cause. They thercfoie 
confined their activities toward tlio im- 
provement of the government. 
But 


their success w as practically nil, for it 
soon became apparent that the Rus- 
sian government was a nest of treason, 
that the pro-German elements in the 
court were dominating Russia and that 
losing the v.-ar and not winning it was, 
the chief object of the czar's advisers. 


The minister of war, Sukhoialinoff, 


betrayed bis country in return for 
German gold. This betrayal cost Rus- 
sia hundreds of thousands of soldiers 
killed and captured and tons of thou- 
sands of miles of its choicest territory. 
But this betrayal did not provoke the 
Russian democracy to revolutionary 
outbursts, for this democracy did not 


lory us the "dark forces." On tho oth- 
er himd stood the army, (ho duma the 
nobility, tho entire tuition.

But Protopopoff, 
tlie minister of the interior, who was a 
protege of Rasputin and a friend of 
Stnrmer, retained his post in spite of i 
all protests. The newly appointed pre-1 
mier, Trepoff, was anxious to get rid of j 
Protopopoff, but the latter's connection 
with Raspntiu secured his position.

Fixing the Carpet Sweeper. 


The revolving brush of the ordinary 


carpet sweeper la driven by the fric- 
tion of the wheels on which the sweep- 
er runs against driving wheels on et 
ther end of the brush axle. To insure 
good friction the peripheries of all ot 
these wheels are covered trilli tightly 
fitting rubber rings. In time these 
rings wear oat, or the rubber becomes 
hardened and loses its grin. An effi- 
cient method of repairing a sweeper 
laving imperfect or worn rubber rings 
is to cover the wheels vrlth common 
electricians' tape, such as Is employed 
for covering joints in -wire. Tbe tape 
should first be wound around the 
wriphcry of the wheel until a covering 
nearly equal to the thickness of tbe 
original ring is attained. Tbis should 
then be secured in place by passing the 
ape around the ring and between the 
spokes of the wheels. The gripping 
power of the tape Is fully equal to ttsat 
of the original rubber rings, and the 
sweeper will be good for sen-Ice until 
other parts wear out

What had convinced the mother was 


the following incident: One day the 
boy was standing beneath a heavy pic- 
ture on the wall when Rasputin called 
to him. The czarevitch had only tak- 
en a few steps toward Rasputin when 
the picture fell to the ground just 
where the boy bad been standing. The 
czarina witnessed the scene and in- 
terpreted Rasputin's intervention as a 
proof of Ids mysterious power.

printed in the German newspapers,

The Russian government has called

By arrangement witn the minister of 


agriculture cud the food controller in 
England the ministry of munitions is 
taking control of all fats, oils and oil- 
seed and their products, including oil 
cake, soap and margarine. 


Prance must economize or replace 


with other cereals from 34 to 38 per 
cent of its requirements of wheat, 
according to estimates made by Chair- 
man Boret of the agricultural commit- 
tee of the chamber of deputies. 


The requirements of liie allies of 


France and neutrals are from 560,000,- 
000 to 570,000,000 bushels. The surplus 
available from overseas countries Is 
from 3CO,000,000 to 370,000,000 bushels, 
leaving a deficit for the entente allies 
and neutrals of from 190,000.000 to 
210.000,000 bushels. 


Premier Briand said:
